October 27. Mr. Hannegan, who 
will accompany President Tru- 


man to the Naval Review in New 
York on that day, has designated 
Third Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Joseph J. Lawler as his re- 
presentative on this occasion. 

The ceremonies will be held in 
front of the Superintendent’s of- 
fice, in the Naval Academy 
grounds at 8:30 A. M. The Naval 
Academy band will furnish the 
music for the occasion. 

Postmaster William A. Strohm 
of Annapolis will present Mayor 
William McGready of Annapolis, 
who will act as master of ceremo- 
nies. Third Assistant Postmaster 
General Lawler will make an ad- 
dress and present a special album 
sheet of the new stamp to Vice 
Admiral Aubrey W. Fitch, Super- 
intendent of the Naval Academy, 
who will speak briefly. Mr. Law- 
ler will present to Governor Her- 
bert R. O’Conor a special album 
containing a sheet of the Navy 
stamp, and he will accept it in 
behalf of Maryland. Mr. Lawler 
then will present a special stamp 
album to Pharmicist’s Mate Sec- 
ond Class George E, Wahlen, US 


in the Navy who has been award- 
ed the Congressional Medal of 
Honor. 

Special albums, each containing 
a sheet of the Navy stamp, will 
be sent to Fleet Admiral Chester 
W. Nimitz, who will be in Hono- 
lulu at the time, and another al- 
bum will be dispatched to Fleet

Final German Stamps 
Believed To Be Rarest 
Of All German Issues 





We are reporting 2 new German 
stamps and enclose one of each 
The pictures shown on them com- 
memorate the SS and SA For- 
mations. The man holding’ the 
torch is a SA man (Brownshirt), 
the other one with the steel hel- 
met is a SS man _ (Blackshirt- 
originally Hitler’s bodyguard) 
showing the SS insignias on his 
collar, 








It is surprising that these two 
Semi-Postal stamps have shown 
up so late, nearly 1/2 year after 
the war with Germany has ended. 
According to the report received 
the reason is that these stamps 
have been printed in Vienna and 
were shipped to Berlin just a few 
days before the German capital 
fell to the Russians. They were on 
sale only for a day or even a few 
hours and subsequently the post 
office has been destroyed by fire. 
Only what had been sold up to 
then has been saved from destruc- 
tion and these stamps promise to 
be probably the rarest of the 
stamps of ‘“Grossdeutschland” 
(Greater Germany).
